How Some Men Ho nuttiness. 


ASTOUNDING DDCD08CRES FRON PflELPH, 


DODGE A CO. 
The old and well-known Arm of Phelps, 
Dodge A Go. do business us metal merchants 
at ll to 23 Cliff street. 
They have a brunch 
house in Liveri>ool. 
They are very heavy im­ 
porters, and their business relations are varied 
and extensive. 
For Borne weeks the Arm has 
been suspicious of interference with its books, 
letters, cable despatches, and other details of 
Its business. 
They found that whatever move 
they made in tile market, either in buying or 
selling, or whatever points they had regarding 
movements in foreign markets, and even the 
details of their own stock, were known to 
other m erchants within a very short time after 
they were known to themselves. 
This, if 
course, resulted in more or less loss to them, 
•aud great annoyance and inconvenience.— 
The source of tho outsiders' information re­ 
mained a mystery. 
Finally', Capt. Sampson, 
chief detective otllcer of the Bankers' and Bro­ 
kers’ Association, was secured. 
Ex-Judge 
Fullerton was retained to prosecute the pros­ 
pective criminals, and Capt. Sampson placed 
detectives on the truck of tile supposed thieves 
of the information. 


CLERKS SUSPECTED. 
It was thought that whoever furnished the 
facts to outsiders must be in tho employ of Hr1 
Arm, and the clerks were shadowed by detec­ 
tives. 
This surveillance was Anally narrowed 
dowu to two men, who were discovered hold­ 
ing secret conferences outside Hie office, and 
occasionally spending evenings in Phelps, 
Dodge A Co.’fi office. 
Suspicion was also held 
of other men who profited by information sur­ 
reptitiously obtained from Phelps, Dodge A 
Co.’s private palters and hooks, and they were 
watched. 
A few weeks ago Mr. Abram Nel­ 
son, a metal merchant, of 293 Pearl street, 
and residing on Mount Pleasant avenue, New­ 
ark, was ascertained to be in collusion with 
guilty parties. 
This discovery occasioned sur­ 
prise, for Mr. Nelson was a man of good repu­ 
tation, doing a respectable business, and rated 
well at the mercantile agencies. 
His business 
is sai>) to have largely increased within the 
past few months. 
Borne weeks ago he was seen entering 
Pbeli*, Dodge A Co.’s office with one of Hie 
clerks. 
He was not arrested then, for it was 
deliered that he had oilier confederates who 
might 1k> secured by waiting. 
Since then Mr. 
Nelson bas visited the office several times, 
sometimes being a< knitted by the janitor, aud 
•gain by one of the clerks. 


A MEACH ANT'S NOCTCRNAL EMPLOYMENT. 
Nelson rarely visited the house during busi­ 
ness hours, and on some of his nocturnal visits 
he was accompanied by outsiders who are in­ 
terested in (lie metal trade. 
All were watched 
day and night. Detectives Fisher aud Perring, 
m d others of C apt Sampson'* force being em­ 
ployed. 
Superintendent Kelso was apprised of tbe 
stale of affairs, and he lent his active aid to 
the detection of the criminals. 
About ten 
days ago Capt. Ward of the Beek man street 
police was taken into consultation, and he has 
been very energetie and successful in his en­ 
deavors. 
Detectives McLaughlin and Nichol 
of the Beekman street police were also placed 
on the track, and they were present with Capt. 
Bauipson’s detectives when the arrests were 
made. 


A DETECTIVE ARRESTED SS A MIKULAK. 
Tho circumstance which led to calling iii 
Capt. Ward’s services, is told as follows:— 
Messrs. Phelps, Dodge A Co. employed Capt. 
Sampson, who placed men on the track of the 
•apposed thieves. 
They followed the puspcct- 
ed persons wherever they went. 
At tbe same 
lime he had a man watching Phelps, Dodge A 
Co.’s building. 
This luau did his duty so wcJl 
that he excited suspicion on the part of the 
Heckman street police. 
An officer was set to 
watch Sampson's detective, who was not known 
and while tbe detective watched the building 
Ibe officer dogged Hie detective. 
A little more 
than a week ago the detective's jtersi’verance 
in skirmishing about Phelps, Dodge A Co.’s 
building was deemed suflicient warrant for his 
Wrcst. 
lie was taken to the Beekman street 
Police station suspected as a burglar. 
He re­ 
fused to give any information regarding him- 
*‘11, and he was taken to tbe Central Office. 
Here he observed Hie same marked reticence, 
•nd the suspicion of the Beekman street police 
became stronger than ever. 
Tile shortest way 
to end the complication and avoid further in­ 
terference by vigilant officers from Beekman 
Wren Wjta 
cap t Ward into the work 
** the capture, which was done, and thence­ 
forward his officer* aided those of Capt. Samp- 
•°°. whose detectives were not ugaiu arrested 
on charge of burglary. 


In following the men It was learned that tho 
t’cks who were supposed to be engaged in 


furnishing the information frequently visited 
various hotels, among them the la rk Hotel 
and the United States Hotel, registering differ­ 
ent and assumed names, and being met by 
Nelson, who seemed to be the prime mover, 
and who frequently left the conference carry­ 
ing a busdle of paters. 
Nelson sometimes 
bought goods of Phelps, Dodge A Co., and 
occasionally sent for a price-list, but his legiti­ 
mate connection with the house was limited. 
A short time ago the Arm received notice 
from another concern in the trade that certain 
information had been offered them which they 
thought must have come from Phelps, Dodge 
A Co. by some fraudulent means. 


WHAT FORCED TUE ARREST. 


This and various other reasons, coupled with 
the fact that they intended to make some 
change in their conAdential clerks on June 1st 
which fact the clerks implicated knew, decid­ 
ed Phelps, Dodge A Co. to make the arrest on 
Saturday night. 
At 7:30 P. M. Mr. Nelson 
appeared on the ground, and he was quickly 
admitted to the office by Peterson, the janitor. 
Meanwhile Deteetires McLaughlin and Nichol 
were quietly waiting outside for the reappeor- 
ance of Nelson. 
At 10:30 he appeared with 
the janitor, and both were arrested. 
Peterson 
was tsked what he was doing, and he said he 
belonged there. 
Mr. Nelson appeared with 
one of tho office pens behind his ear, and he 
also seemed much surprised at the new turn 
of affairs. 
In reply to an inquiry as to his 
business there, he said that he had been to call 
on the janitor. 
When arrested he made a 
movement towanl his pocket, as though to 
throw away some papers, but lie was prevent­ 
ed, and both men were marched to the Beek­ 
man street station. 
Nelson was searched, 
and on his person were found copies of a large 
number of important papers belonging to 
Phelps, Dodge A Co., including cable tele­ 
grams and letters from their Liverpool house, 
and other documents received in New York, 
and copies of despatches, letters and papers 
sent from New York liousc, of which record 
had been preserved in Die office. 
A skeleton 
key was found in Mr. Nelson’s possession, and 
another was found on the janitor. 


SOMKBODY'8 UMBRELLA. 


While searching Mr. Nelson the but of some­ 
thing which looked like a pistol was discover­ 
ed sticking out above tile w aistband of his 
trowsers. 
The officer pulled on it. and it was 
ascertained to be a new silk umbrella, the 
property of one of the firm, which Mr. Nelson 
had tucked in his trowsers leg when he left 
their office. 
He carried his own umbrella in 
his hand. 
Mr. Nelson was totally overcome 
with shame and remorse, and be wept bitterly. 
What could have led a respectable merchant 
to a course so disastrous to his reputation and 
prospect is unknown. 
Returning to theoffice of Phelps. Dodge A 
Co., many papers Apl books of Hie concern 
were found lying almut on desks, from which 
the janitor doubtless intended to return them 
to their proper places. 
Among them were 
pa|KTs and letter-iiooks which had been taken 
from the private desks of the partners, and 
which not even the confidential clerks h id ac­ 
cess to. 
They were doubtless gotten at by 
means of false keys. 
Mr. Nelson and the janitor were yesterday 
taken before Justice Dow ling, at the Tombs, 
and committed In default of $3,000 bail in eaeli 
case on a charge of burglary. 
Bach man has 
made some confession of his guilt, aud from 
the confessions and a conversation with a 
member of tho firm the following is gained: 
The firm receives daily a large mail. 
Mr. 
Nelson gained the confidence or excited Ute 
cupidity of the janitor. 
HU first step was to 
obtain the envelopes which had covered letters 
to Phelps, Dodge A Co., many of them bear­ 
ing tbe words: 
lf not called for within ten days, return 
to — 
. 
WHAT WAS STOLEN. 


From these the address of many of the 
Arm's customers was obtained. 
After various 
steps, tbe services of one or two clerks were 
secured and then the work began in earnest. 
.Statistic* of ail kinds relating to Phelps, 
Dodge A Co.'s business was stolen and freely 
used by Mr. Nelson. 
Phelps, Dodge A Co.’s 
terms to customers, their relations abroad, 
what they intended to buy 
and what to 
sell, and how much they had on baud, were 
laid under contribution by Mr. Nelson, who 
used the information. 
Learning their terms 
to a certain merchant, Mr. Nelson would write 
offering terms a shade lower than Phelps, 
Dodge A Co.'* price. 
He U said to have of­ 
fered information to various Arms in the trade, 
being in some cases successful. 
Some of the 
firms who derived Information in this manner 
are said to l>« known to Phelps, Dodge A Co., 
including several firms outside the city. 
Tile 
janitor and clerks ore thought I to have first 
been bribed, and kept in the service by babes 
and fear of exposure. 


HOW IT WAS DONE. 


The finn bas no doubt that duplicate keys 
to its safe were used, from the fact that books 
and papers which are kept in an inside safe 
within the larger one were used as sources of 
information. 
It is their belief that wax im­ 
pressions of the key botas were taken and keys 
made therefrom. 
This tile janitor denies, say­ 
ing tbs, the box containing the pajiers was 
left out at night, the copies taken, and the 
box placed in the safe in the morning imme­ 
diately after it 
was opened. 
There is no 
doubt that the meu had keys to tile private 
drawers of the m enders of the firm, and that 
all its private Information was stoleu amt made 
merchaaditto of. 
Erick I*. Peterson, the janitor, is married, 
and bas a family. 
He was an officer in the 
navy, and lias been many years in Hie employ 
of Phelps, Dodge A Co. 
He resided in the 
building, aud had the confidence of bis em­ 
ployers. 
He was connected with the Sunday 
school of the Seamen's Bethel. Neither of the 
clerks are young. 
One is muffled, and both 
were held in high esteem by the firm. 
It is 
probable that other arrests will be made. in­ 
cluding some persons out of the Bt a to. 
Pheliis, Dodge A Co. think that this thiev­ 
ing ha3 been continued for mouths. 
Its reve­ 
lation will doubtless create a stir iu the metal 
trade.—A1 l l Sun.

F ire n e a r M arlborough—X urrow Escape 
of T w o C h ild ren —T ragedy A verted by 
th e E fforts of a M other. 
A correspondent writes us from Marlbor­ 
ough that oh Saturday last a tire occurred near 
Hampton, about a mile and a half south of 
the former place, which came near ending in a 
terrible tragedy. 
Two little children of John 
Ward found access to a barn situated oil his 
premises, by means of a small opening made 
to admit the liens, the main door being closed. 
Soon afterwards the mother heard screams 
and rushing out of the house, found tile barn 
in llames. 
She hastened to the barn, but to 
her horror found tho door fastened aud had 
trouble to get it open. 
Succeeding at last, a 
fearful sight met her eye. 
The flames almost 
rushed iuto lier face, but she bravely entered 
and brought out ber children, one at a time. 
Had she been a minute later it would have 
been too late. 
As it was all three received 
severe but not dangerous burns. 
Tile children 
were burned about the face and arms and the 
mother on one arm. 
Their injuries received 
surgical attention and all are now doing well. 
The tiara was burned down, causing a loss of 
about $700. 
Nothing has been learned con­ 
cerning the cause of tile fire. 
The escape of 
the children from being burned to death was 
a very narrow one— Scwburyh Journal.

S m a llp o x In Rosendale—The Hoard of 
H ealth in D espair. 


Rosendale, June 4. 
There lias, for the past flvc wecks, lieen con­ 
siderable excitement here, and it yet contin­ 
ues, in regard to small-pox. 
Tho excitement 
would probably be greater, were it not that 
tho Board of Town Officers havscovcred them­ 
selves with glory by taking all precautions to 
prevent the spread of this terrible discase arid 
provide care and attendance for those afflicted 
with i t 
I say, the Board have covered them­ 
selves with glory. 
The word glory is not 
sufficient, for this honorable (!) body must be 
entitled to tim thanks of tho community at 
large, and especially of those who reside in 
towns adjoining tills. 
A case first occurred 
in a house at Creek Locks, where there were 
no less than twelve persons residing, and nil 
liable to contract the disease. 
It being thick­ 
ly settled iu the immediate neighborhood of 
this case, and tho honorable Town Board not 
having any definite knowledge who really 
composed tile Town Board, have thought 
wisely to let tile first case remain where it 
was. 
Tho consequence lias been that more 
glory has accrued to the Board, as only tour 
other cones have broken out in the same 
houM*. 
Two weeks since, two other eases oc­ 
curred at Lawrenceville, which were immedi­ 
ately reported to tho Board, but these cases 
occurring in a family where only ten were liable j 
to take the disease, and the neighboibood liv­ 
ing also thickly populated, it has been thought 
best to await further developments. 
Only 
/ r e of this fami'y now have the disease I — 
Glorious Town Board I 
Different individuals 
have called upon this intelligent bod? of 
Town Officers—who were now holding daily 
meetings -and urged upon them the necessity 
of taking proper care that this disease spread | 
no further, 
indeed, they have bi’cn re, oated- 
ly informed they were the proper ones to at­ 
tend to this m atter; and yet, after five weeks 
of small-pox in the town, they have concluded 
to meet daily (three dollars per diem for each 
member), and adjourn! 
A distinguished 
Senator once said: 
“ Intelligence should take 
the place of impertinence iii the councils of 
the nation.” No reflections. 
Finally, after 
repeated solicitations on the part of the citi­ 
zens, the Board began to act, ami that decis­ 
ively. 
Two of this tiody being justices of the 
)ieace, and Hie town able to pay all expenses, 
took u)ion themselves the authority to send 
two poor individuals to board with Sheriff 
Kerr, because they had tieen exposed to small­ 
pox. 
Ii*, not tieing able to understand such 
reasoning, ordered the constable w ith his pre­ 
cious charge to return from whence he came, 
instanter. 
Now, something more must be 
done, and th* Board were the ones to do it. 
A pest house must In; built. 
The town, after 
paying th* bills of the Board, not being able 
to go to the expense of putting up a small 
building to accommodate Hie sick, a gentle­ 
man generously gave the boards and furnished 
men to erect the building. 
A spot w as select­ 
ed upon the farm of Moses Burr, and last Sun­ 
day the bulk ling was erected. 
This w as done 
without the consent of the owner, and be, 
thinking Hie place not well adapted for the 
cure of the disease—the house having been 
built in a swamp—and also not a believer in 
the doctrine of squatter sovereignity, removed 
the structure Hie same evening. 
It now hav­ 
ing lieen a week since the razing of this most 
important building, and the Board still meet­ 
ing daily, it was resolved by one of the intel­ 
ligent ones to buy a small farm and erect 
thereon th* building. 
It has now taken fiv* 
day* to consider this resolution. 
Home of the 
Board thought four hundred and fifty dollars a 
high price to pay for a few acres of land that 
is as dry and arid os are the deserts of Arabia; 
so the resolution was tabled. 
Great decision 
of character and forethought was now display­ 
ed by another metnlier of the Board, who im­ 
mediately offered to rent to the town a small 
house for the small sum of one lmiidrcd dol­ 
lars |>er annum. Taking into consideration the 
fact that this building has for years past been 
rented for from fifteen to eighteen dollar* per 
annum, and a difficulty of procuring the relit 
at that, the Board kindly considered the pro])- 
osition of this member, and concluded to in­ 
vest. 
This building being situated in a quiet 
and respectable community, aud three miles 
from the village, was just the thing. 
But 
others thought not, and word was sent to this 
most honorable boily, not re transfer any of 
their charge to this place. 
At IO I’. M , and 
while the Board was in session, a report, not 
unlike that of the “cannon’* opening war." or 
the deep mutterings of distant thunder, was 
heard in the dark recesses of the Cozen w oods, 
ADd, as the smoke was lifted from the scene 
by a gentle evening breeze, nothing but ruin* 
remained to mark th* situ of a once ancient 
habitation. 
Since this a quantity of lumber 
for town purposes bas been purchased.— 
Probably but two tnemUrs of this most honor­ 
able Bourd knew of its arrival, a* one of them 
took part of it to his home, aud the other 
member captured the remainder.

proceed in this matter ?

Board of Towu Officers. 
It is true on accourt 
of the necessity of their meeting os often as 
they have, thereby incurring great expense to 
the town, they may not be able to pay for 
advice; but if, by your means any good can 
come from them, many here with hearts 
overflowing with gratitude will thank you; 
and some others, though they may be pitted 
and scarred from the top of their heads to the 
soles of their feet, will bless you.
